« and all thy Soul,” Chap. xii. 29, 30. Again, Iſaiah ſaith, 
« Prepare ye the Way 5f J AHOWVAH, make ſtrait in the Deſart 
4 4 Highway for our God: which is thus expreſſed in Luke, 
« Thou ſhalt go before the Face of the Lord to prepare his 
Way. The ſame Diſlinction i is alſo made in other Places. 
The Reaſon of this was, becauſe they (to whom the Lord and 


| his Diſciples ſpake) durſt not name the Word Jehoyah on Ac- 
count of it's Sanctity; and a further Reaſon is this, that by 


Jehovah is meant the Divine Eſſe which was from Eternity, and 
the Humanity was not that Effe. See the Univerſal, T heology, 
No. 18 to 26, and No. 27 to 35.

« Children of the Light: I am come a Light 
into the World, that whoſoever believeth on 


« Me ſhould not abide in Darkneſs,” Chap. 
xii. 36, 46. Hence it is evident, that the LORD 
is Gob from Eternity, and He Himſelf is that 
Los pb, who was born in the World; for it is 


ſald, the Word was with God, and God was the 
Word; as alſo, that without Him was not any 


Thing made that was made: And again, that 
the Word was made Fleſh, and they ſaw Him. 


Why the Lord is ſaid to be the Word, is little 


underſtood in the Church; but he is ſo calic 
becauſe the Word fighifies Divine Truth, « 
Divine Wiſdom ; and the Lord is Divine Trutl. 
itſelf, or Divine Wiſdom itſelf; for which 
Reaſon he is alſo called the Light, that came 
into the World. Foraſmuch as Divine Wif- 


dom and Divine Love conſtitute but One, and- 
were from Eternity as One in the Lord, it is 


therefore further ſaid, „In Him was Life, and 
the Life was the Light of Men :” Life is Di- 
vine Love, and Light is Divine Wiſdom. This 


Unity [hoc unum] is what is ſignified by,“ In 
« the Beginning the Word was with God, and 
God was the Word:“ Being with God means 
in Him, for Wiſdom is in Love, and Love in 


Wiſdom ; this is alſo ſpoken of in another 


Place in John, 66 Glorify thou Me, Father, with 
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| Concerning the Lord. 8 | * 
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4 Dattrin of the New Yeruſalem : 
5, thine own Self, with the Glory which I had 


with thee before the World was,” Chap. 
xvii. 5. Wich thine own Self, means in thy 


Self: Hence it is alſo ſaid, that God was the 
Word: It is likewiſe declared in other Places, 


that the Lord is in the F ather, and the Father 
in Him; as alſo, that the Father and He a-e © 
One. Now as the Word is Divine Wiſdom 


originating from Divine Love, it follows, that 


it is IEHO VAN Himſelf, conſequently the Lord, 


by whom all Things were made that are made; 
for all Things were created by the Divine Wilſ- 


dom that originates from Divine Love. 


2. That the ſame Word is here meant, that 


was manifeſted by Moſes, the Prophets, and the 


Evangeliſts, may evidently appear from this Con- 
1ideration, that it is the Divine Truth itſelf, 


from which is derived all the Wiſdom that exiſts 


with Angels, and all ſpiritual Intelligence with 


Men; for Angels have in the Heavens the very 


ſame Word or Scriptures that Men have in the 
World, ſave only, that with Men the Word is 
Natural, whereas in the Heavens it is Spiritual: 
And inaſmuch as the Word is the Divine Truth, 


it is alſo the Divine Proceeding, and this is not 
only from the Lord, but it is alſo the Lord Him- 
ſelf. As the Ward i is thus the Lord Himſelt,

That this is the 
Caſe, hath heretofore been Teen by no Perſon; 
but nevertheleſs every one has a Capacity to ſee 


this, provided that he knows it, and thinks 


thereof whilſt he is reading ; and farther knows, 
that there is not only a Natural Senſe of the 
Word, but alſo a Spiritual Senſe contained in it; 


and that in that Senſe, by the Names of Perſons 


and of Places is ſignified Something of or be- 


longing to the Lord, and conſequently Some- 


thing from Him relative to Heaven and the 
Church, or Something oppoſite thereto. Now 
whereas all and ſingular the Things of the 
Word are written concerning the, Lord, and 


ſince the Word is the Lord, as being the Divine 


Truth, hence it will appear why it is ſaid, that 
„The Word was made Fleſh, and dwelt 
40 amongſt us, and we ſaw his Glory ;* : and alſo 
why it is ſaid, * While ye have Light, believe 


in the Light, that ye may be the Children of 


Light. I am come a Light into the World: 
He that believeth in Me, ſhall not abide i in 


„ Darkneſs.” The Light here ſpoken of is

Divine Truth, conſequently the Word. Hence 
alſo it is, that every Man, who at this Day wor- 
ſhips the Lord only, and prays unto him for a 
right Comprehenſion of the Word, whilſt he is 
reading it, is enlightened in the ſame.

3. We ſhall ſhew here in a few Words, what 
has been ſaid concerning the Lord in all the 
| Prophets of the Old Teſtament, from ISAIAH 

unto 'Maracni. I. That the Lord was to 
| come in the Fulneſs of Time, which was when 
N he ſhould no longer be known by the Jews, and 
when conſequently there was Nothing of a real 
Church remaining with them; and that unleſs 
nme ſhould then come into the World and reveal | 
himſelf, Mankind would periſh in eternal Death; 
as the Lord alſo ſaid in John, “ Unleſs ye be- 


4 fAieve that I am, ye ſhall die in your Sins,” 


viii. 24. II. That the Lord was to come into 
the World, to accomplifh a complete or final 
Judgment, and thereby ſubjugate the then pre- 
vailing Power of the Hells, which was effected 
by ſpiritual Combats, or Temptations admitted 
to aſſault the Humanity derived from the Mo- 
ther, and by continual Victories then obtained; 
and that unleſs thoſe Hells ſhould be ſo ſubju- 
gated, no Mortal could poſſibly be ſaved. III. 
That the Lord ſhould come into the World, in 


Order 


a Concerning the Lord. 
Order that he might glorify his Humanity, that 
is, unite it to the Divinity whichs was in Him by. 


Virtue of Conception. IV. That Ke Lord 
ſhould come into the World, in Order that he 


might eſtabliſh a New Church, which ſhould 
acknowledge Him as it's Redeemer and Saviour, 
and by Love and Faith towards Him be re- 


deemed and ſaved: V. That He would then 
eſtabliſh Order in Heaven, ſo that it ſhould 


make one with the Church. VI. That the Paſ- 


ion of the Croſs would be the ultimate Conflict 


or Temptation, by which He would fully con- - 
quer the Hells, and perfectly glorify his Huma- 


nity. - That the Word treats of Nothing elſe, 
may be ſeen in the ſmall Treatiſe concerning 
the —— Seripture. 


4. By Way of Confirazation of the above, I | 


ſhall, in this firſt Articte, adduce only ſuch Paſ- 
ſages from the Word as make Mention of THAr 
Day, IN THAT Day, and IN THAT TIME; 
in which, by Day and Time is ſt ignified the 
Coming of the Lord. Thus, in IsATLAH: And 
it ſhall come to paſs in the LasT Days, that 
the Mountain of the Houſe of Jehovah ſhall be 
eſtabliſhed in the Top of the Mountains. Je- 
hovah alone ſhalt be exalted IN THAT Dar. 
The Dar of Jehovah of Hoſts ſhall be upon 
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every one that 1s proud and lofty. In THAT 
a ll caſt away his Idols of Silver 
Jol nap. ii. 2, 11, 12, 20. In 
, THAT Day the Lord Jehovih will take away 
the Bravery of their tinkling Ornaments. Chap. 
Iii. 18. IN THAT Day ſhall the Branch of 
Jehovah. be beautiful and glorious. Chap. iv. 
2. They ſhall roar againſt them in THAT 
Dar ; and ſhall look down upon the Earth, 
where behold Darkneſs and Sorrow ; arid the 
Light ſhall be darkened in the Ruins thereof. 
Chap. v. 30. And it ſhall come to paſs In 
THAT Day, that Jehovah ſhall hiſs for the Fly 
that is in the uttermoſt Part of the Rivers of 
Egypt. In THE SAME Day the Lord ſhall 
| ſhave in the Paſſages of the River. In THAT 
. Day he ſhall vivify. IN THAT Day there ſhall 
"be Briars and Thorns in every Place, Chap. 
vii. 18, 20, 21, 23. And what will ye do 1N 
THE Day of Viſitation, which ſhalt come ? IN 
THAT Day the Remnant of Iſrael ſhall ſtay 
upon Jehovah the Holy One of Iſrael in Truth. 
Chap. x. 3, 20. In THAT Day there ſhall 
be a Root of Jeſſe, which ſhall ſtand for an En- 
fi ign of the People, to it ſhall the Gentiles ſeek, 
and his Reſt ſhall be glorions. Particularly IN 
THAT Day the Lord ſhall - again recover the 
Remnant of his People. Chap. xi. IO, II.

[ Þ is acknowledged in the Church, that 


the Lord conquered Death, by which is 
meant Hell, and that he afterwards aſcended in 
Glory into Heaven; but it is as yet unknown 


that the Lord conquered Death or Hell by ſpi- 


ritual Combats, which are Temptations, and 
thereby glorified his Humanity at the ſame 
Time; and that the Paſſion of the Croſs was 


the final Combat or Temptation, by which he 


fully conquered the one, and glorified the other. 
Concerning theſe ſpiritual Combats or Temp- 
tations of the Lord, much is ſpoken in the Pro- 
phets ahd in the Pfalms of David, but not fo 
much in the Evangeliſts ; for in the Evangeliſts 
the Temptations that he ſuſtained from his 
Youth are briefly deſcribed by his Temptations

Victories of the Lord; in Conſequence whereof 


it is alſo ſaid, © Thou haſt made me the Head 


te of the Heathen; a People whom I have not 
« known ſhall ſerve me,” Ver. 43. Again, 
« Gird thy Sword upon thy Thigh, O Moſt 
« Mighty: Thine Arrows are ſharp in the 


« Heart of the King's Enemies, the People 


« ſhall fall under thee, thy Throne is for ever 
© and ever, thou loveſt Righteouſneſs, therefore 
“God hath anointed thee,” Pſalm xlv. 3, 5, 6, 
7. Theſe Things are alſo ſpoken of the Lord's 
-ombats with the Hells, and of their Subjuga- 
tion ; for the Lord is treated of throughout the 
whole Pſalm, that is, in Relation to his ſpiritual 
Combats, to his Glorification, and to the Sal- 
vation of the Faithful by him. Again, in 
David, „A Fire goeth before him, and burneth 
ee up his Enemies round about; the Earth ſaw 
« and N the Hills melted like Wax at 
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e the Preſence of the Lord of the whole Earth. 
„The Heavens declare his Righteouſneſs, and 
all the People ſee his Glory, Pſalm xcvii. 3, 
4. 5, 6. Where in like Manner the Lord 
and the ſame Things are treated of. So again, 

„ Jehovah ſaid unto my Lord, Sit thou at my 
* right Hand until I make thine Enemies 
* thy Footſtool; rule thou in the Midſt of thy 
* Enemies: The Lord at thy right Hand ſhall 
4 ſtrike through Kings in the Day of his 
« Wrath: He ſhall fill the Places with dead 
« Bodies, he ſhall wound the Heads over many 
great Countries,” Pſalm cx. x to 6. That 
theſe Things are ſpoken concerning the Lord, 
appears from the Lord's own Words in Mat- 
thew, Chap. xxii. 44; in Mark, Chap. xii. 
36; and in Luke, Chap. xx. 42. By ſittingon 
the right Hand is ſignified Omnipotence; by 
his Enemies are ſignified the Hells ; by Kings, 
' thoſe who are principled in Falſes grounded in 
Evil; by waking them a Footſtool, ſtriking 
through them in the Day of his Wrath, and 
filling the Places with dead Bodies, is ſignified 
to deſtroy their Power ; and by wounding their 
Heads over many or great Countries is ſignified 
their entire Deſtruction. Inaſmuch as the 
Lord ſolely conquers the Hells, without the Aid | 
def any 1 88 he is therefore called a Hero and 
« Man 
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Concerning the Lerd. 


a Man of War, Iſaiah xlii. 13. The King of 


Glory, Jehovah Strong and Mighty, the Hero of 


Mar, Pſalm xxiv. 8, 10. The Mighty One of 


Jacob, Plalm cxxxii. 2; and in many Places 


Jehovab of Hofts, that is, Jehovah of the Hoſts or 
Armies of War. His Coming is alſo called the 


terrible Day of Fehavah, cruel, a Day of Anger, 
Wrath, Revenge, of Going ſorth, of War, of 
the Trumpet and Alarm, and of Trouble; as 


may be ſeen in the Places mentioned above at n. 
4. And becauſe the laſt Judgment that was 
accompliſhed by the Lord, whilſt he was in the 
World, was effected by Combats with the Hells, 
and by their Subjugation, therefore the Judgment 
that was to be accompliſhed by him 1s ſpoken of 
in many Places, as in David, . Jehovah cometh 


« to judge the Earth, he ſhall judge the World 
© in Righteouſneſs, and the People in Truth, 
Pſalm xcvi. 13; ſo alſo in many other Places. 


Theſe Things are written in the prophetical 


Parts of the Word; but in the hiſtorical Parts 


the ſame Things are repreſented by the Wars of 
the Children of Iſrael with various Nations: 


For whatever is written either in the prophetical 
br hiſtorical-Parts of the Word, hath Reſpe& 


unto the Lord, and hence the Word is Divine. 
Many Arcana relating to the Lord's Glorifica- 


tion are contained 1 in the Rituals of the Iſraelitiſn 
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Church, as in the Burnt-Offerings and Sacrifices, 
as allo in it's Sabbaths and Feaſts, and in the 
Prieſthood of Aaron and the Levites; the ſame 
is true in Reſpect to what are called Laws, 
Judgments, and Statutes in the Books of Moſes, 
-which is alſo ſignified by the Words of the Lord 
unto the Diſciples, © That it was neceſſary that 
c he ſhould fulfil all Things which were written 
concerning him in the Law of Moſes,” Luke 
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xxiv. 44. As allo by what he ſaid unto the 
Jews, © That Moſes wrote of him,” John v. 


46. From all which Things it appears, that 
the Lord came into the World to ſubdue the 
Hells, and glorify his Humanity; and that the 
Paſſion of the Croſs was the final Conflict, by 
- which he completely conquered the Hells, and 
fully ' glorified his Humanity. 
' "this Subject may be ſeen in the Treatiſe con- 
.cerning the Sacred Scripture, where are adduced

all the Paſſages in the prophetical Part of the

not ſee the Earth, and that thus he was for a

That this was to bear Iniquities, manifeſtly ap- e 


pears from Ezekiel, when he was commanded , 
to he three hundred and ninety Days on his left wh

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Side, and forty Days on his right Side againſt 
Jeruſalem, and to eat Barley Cakes made with 
Cow's Dung, as it is thus written, © Lie thou 
„ alfo upon thy left Side, and lay the: Iniquity of 


« the Houſe of Iſrael upon it, For I have laid 


upon thee the Years of their Iniquity, accor- 


60 ding to the Number of three hundred and 
e ninety Days, ſo ſhalt thou bear the Iniguity of the 
„ Flowſe of Ijrael. And when thou haſt accom- 


% pliſhed them, lie again on thy right Side, and 


« thou ſhalt bear the Iniquity of the Houſe of Fudah 
« forty Days,” Ezek. iv. 4, 5, 6. Now al- 


though the Prophet did ſo bear the Iniquities 
of the Houſe of Iſrael and Houſe of Judah, it is 


plain that he did not thereby take them away, 


and ſo make an Expiation for them, but only 


repreſented and ſhewed their States, as appears 


from the following Paſſages: “ Jehovah ſaid, 


Even thus ſhall the Children of Iſrael eat their

_ © him the Iniquity of us all, by his Knowledge 


« ſhall he juſtify many, for he ſhall bear their 


« Iniquities,” Iſaiah liii; the whole of which 


Chapter treats concerning the Paſſion of the 
Lord. That the Lord himſelf, as the Great 


Prophet, repreſented the State of the Church 


with Reſpe& to the Word, appears from the 


Particulars of his Paſſion, as, © That he was 


„ betrayed by Judas; that he was taken and 8 
« condemned by the chief Prieſts and Elders; 


te that they ſmote him with the Hand; that they 
* ſtruck him on the Head with a Reed; that 
« they put a Crown of Thorns on his Head; 


« that they divided his Garments, and caſt Lots 


« for his Veſture ; that they crucified him ; that 
« they gave him Vinegar to drink; that they 
00 pierced his Side; that he was buried, and roſe 
again on the third Day.“ His being betrayed 
by Judas, ſignified that he was betrayed by the 
Jewiſh Nation, who had the Word amongſt 

them at that Time ; for Judas repreſented that 
Nation : His being taken and condemned by the 

chief Prieſts and e if gnified that he was 

taken 
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taken and condemned by all the Jewiſh Church: 
Their ſcourging him, ſpitting in his Face, ſmi- 
ting him, and ſtriking him on the Head with a 
Reed, ſignified that they did the like unto the 
Word, with Reſpect to it's Divine Truths, all 
which relete to the Lord: Their putting a 
Crown of Thorns on his Head, ſignified that 
they had falſified and adulterated thoſe Truths: 
Their dividing his Garments, and caſting Lots 
for his Veſture, ſignified, that they had divided 
and diſperſed all the Truths of the Word, but 
not it's ſpiritual Senſe, for the Veſture of the 
Lord ſignified that Part of the Word : Their 


crucify ing him, ſignified that they had deſtroyed 


and prophaned the whole Word: Their giving 
him Vinegar to drink, ſignified that all was fal- 
ſified and falſe, and therefore he did not drink it, 
but ſaid, If is finiſhed: Their piercing his Side, 
ſignified that they had intirely extinguiſhed every 
Truth of the Word, and every Good thereof: 
His being buried, ſignified the Rejection of the 
Reſidue of the Humanity taken from the Mo- 
ther ; and by his riſing again on the third Day, 
is ſignified his Glorification. The like is ſigni- 
fied in the Prophets and Pſalms, where the ſame 
Things are predicted. On this Account alſo, 
after he had been ſcourged, and led out bearing 
the Crown of Dun, and arrayed in a Purple

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Garment put on him by the Soldiers, he ſaid, 
1 Behold the Man,” John xix. 1, 5. This he 
ſaid, becauſe by Man is ſignified the Church, 
for by the Son of Man is meant the Truth of the 

Church, conſequently the Word. Hence then 
it appears, that by bearing Iniquities is meant to 
repreſent and to figure forth thoſe Sins that are 

againſt the Divine Truths of the Word. That 
the Lord bore ſuch Things, and ſuffered as the 
Son of Man, and not as the Son of God, will be 
ſhewn in the following Pages; for the Son of 
Man ſignifies the Lord with Reſpect to the

iy 7 We ſhall now proceed to ſhew what is 
ſignified by taking away Sins: By the taking 


away Sins is ſignified the ſame Thing as by re- 


deeming Man, and ſaving him ; for the Lord 
came into the World, that Man might be ſaved, 
ſince without his Coming no Mortal could have 


been reformed and regenerated, conſequently no 


Mortal could have been ſaved ; but this became 
poſſible after that the Lord had taken away all 


the Power of the Devil, that is, of Hell, and had 
glorified his Humanity, that is, united it to the 
Divinity of the Father: Had not thefe Things 
been effected, no Mortal could have received any 
Divine Truth to abide with him, and much leſs 


G es, 
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any Divine Good, for the Devil, that is, the In- 


fernal Powers, who before had ſuch a ſupe rio 
Influence, would have plucked it out from his 
Heart. Hence then it appears that the Lord did 
not take away Sins by the Paſſion of the Crols, 
but that he taketh them away, that is, removeth 
them, in ſuch as believe in him, and live accor- 


ding to his Commandments ; as the Lord alſo 
teaches in Matthew, © Think not that I am 
come to deſtroy the Law and the Prophets. 
© Whoſoever ſhall break one of theſe leaſt 


© Commandments, and ſhall teach Men ſo, he 


« ſhall be called the leaſt in the Kingdom of 
„Heaven; but whoſoever ſhall do and teach 
them, the ſame ſhall be called great in the 


% Kingdom of Heaven, Chap. v. 17, 19. 


Common Reaſon alſo may teach every one, if it 
be at all enlightened, that Sins cannot be taken 


away from Man, except by actual Repentance, | 
conſiſting in Man's ſeeing his Sins, imploring 
Help of the Lord, and afterwards deſiſting from 


them: To ſee, believe, and teach otherwiſe, is 


not agreeable to the Word, or to found Reaſon, 
but has it's Ground in ſome evil Luſt, and a de- 


praved Will, which conſtitute Man's Propriety, 


or Self hood, in Conſequence whereof Intelli- 


gence is pervyrted and debaſed into Folly.

18. II is believed in the Church at this Day, 

that the Lord was ſent by the Father, to 
make an Atonement for the Human Race, and 
that this was effeCted by his fulfilling the Law, 
and ſuffering the Paſſion of the Croſs, and that 
thus he took away Damnation, and made Satiſ- 


faction; and that without ſuch Atonement, 


Satisfaction, and Propitiation, the Human Race 


would have periſhed in eternal Death; and this, 
by Reafor of vindictive Juſtice, as it is termed 
by ſome. Now it is certainly true, chat if the 
Lord had not come into the World, all Mankind 
would have periſhed : But how it is to be un- 
derſtood that the Lord fulfilled all Things of the 


Law, may be ſeen above, where that Subject 
was particularly treated on ; and alſo why he 


ſuffered the Death of' the Croſs ; from which 


alſo it may be ſeen, that he did not fulfil the 


Law, and ſuffer the Croſs, on Account of any 


avenging Righteouſneſs, inaſmuch as that is no 


Divine Attribute; for the Divine Attributes are, 


Righteouſneſs, Love, Mercy, and Goodnels, and 
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God i is Righteouſneſs itſelf, Ble itſelf, Mercy 
itſelf, and Goodneſs itſelf ; and where theſe are, 
there is Nothing of Vengeance, conſequently 
there is no vindictive Juſtice, Now whereas 
the Fulfilling ofthe Law, and the Paſſion of the 
Croſs, have heretofore been generally underſtood | 
in no other Senſe, than that the Lord did there- 
by make Satisfaction for the Human Race, and 
deliver Mankind from foreſeen or appointed 
Damnation; and whereas it became an eſta- 
bliſhed Principle, following by ſeeming Con- 
nection, that Man was ſaved by a mere Belief 
that the Lord had done all this; hence has fol- 
lowed the received Tenet concerning the Impu- 
tation of the Lord's Merit, in Conſequence of 
conſidering thoſe two Things as a Means of 
Satisfactien, which had Relation only to that 
Merit: But this Tenet falls to the Ground from 
a right Attention to what was ſaid above con- 
cerning the Fulfilling of the Law by the Lord, 
and his Paſſion of the Crofs; and by ſuch At- 
tention it may be ſeen, that an Imputation of 
Merit is an Expreſſion without Senſe or Sub- 
ſtance, unleſs it be underſtood to denote the Re- 
miſſion of Sins after Repentance; for there is 
Nothing belonging to the Lord that can poſſibly 
be imputed to Man, but Salvation from the 
Lord may he aſcribed, after that Man hath done 
* the

the Was of Repentance, that is, after that he 


hath ſeen the Nature of his Sins, acknowledged : 


them, and for the future. deſiſteth from them, 


under a Perſuaſion that the Power ſo to do is. 


given him from the Lord. In this Caſe Salva- 
tion is aſcribed to Man in ſuch a Sort, that he 


acknowledges - that it is not on Account of his 


own Merit or Righteouſneſs that he is ſaved, 


but by the Lord, Who ſolely fought and con- 


quered the Hells, and who alſo, at this preſent 
Time, does ſolely fight for Man, and conquer 
the Hells for him; theſe Things do properly 
_ conſtitute the Merit and Righteouſneſs of the 
Lord, and theſe can never be imputed to Man; 
for in ſuch Caſe the Merit and Righteouſneſs of 
the Lord would be appropriated to Man as his 


own, which is a Thing impôſſible. Suppoſing 


an Imputation of this Kind poſſible, any imp 
nitent and impious Man might impute to him- 


ſelf the Merit of the Lord, and thereby think 
himſelf juſtified, which nevertheleſs would only 
be to defile what is holy by what is prophane, 
and ſo prophane the Name of the Lord; ſince 


in ſo doing the Thinking Principle would be 
fixed in the Lord, and the Will Principle would 
be fixed in Hell, when notwithſtanding the 
Will Principle is the very Conſtituent of Man's 
Life, There is a Faith which is / God, and a 


G 3 Faith 
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Faith which is of Man ; thoſe hve Faith which 
is of Ged. who do the Work of Repentance ; 


but thoſe have the Faith which is of Man, who 


do not the Work of Repentance, and yet think 
of Imputation. Now the Faith which is of 

God is a living Faith, but the Faith which is of 
Man is a dead one. That the Lord himſelf and 
his Diſciples preached Repentance for the Re- 
miſſion of Sins, is evident from the following 
Paſſages : * Jeſus began for to preach, and to 


„ ſay, Repent ye, for the Kingdom of. Hegven is 


&« at Hand,” Matthew iv. 17. Jeſus ſaid, | 
40 Bring forth Fruits werthy of Repentance, and 
« now alſo the Ax is laid unto the Root of the 
Trees; every Tree therefore which bringeth 
oc not forth good Fruit, is hewn down and caſt 
« into the Fire,” Luke iii. 8, 9. “ Jeſus ſaid, 
40 Except ye repent, ye ſhall all periſh,” Luke 
iii. 5. © Jeſus came preaching the Goſpel of 
« the Kingdom of God, ſaying, The Time is 
« fulfilled, the Kingdom of God is at Hand, 
« repent ye, and believe the Goſpel,” Mark i. 
14, 15. * Jeſus ſent the Diſciples, who went 
« out, and preached that Men ſhould repent,” 
Mark vi. 12. © Jeſus ſaid unto the Apoſtles, 
„ that they ſhould preach in his Name Repen- 
4 tance and Remiſſion of Sins amongſt all Nations, 
10 . at Jeruſalem,” Luke xxiv. 47.

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% John preached the Baptiſm of Repentance for 
the Remiſſion of Sins,” Luke iii. 3. Mark. i. 4. 
By Baptiſm is ſignified ſpiritual Waſhing, which 

is a Waſhing from Sins, and is called Regene- 
ration. Repentance and the Remiſſion of Sins 
are thus deſcribed by the Lord in John: „He 
«came unto his own, but his own received him 


« nat; but as many as received him, to them 
« gave he Power to become the Sons of God, 
ce even to them that believe in his Name, which 


« were born, not of Bloods, nor of the Will of 
« the Fleſh, nor of the Will of Man, but of 
“God, i. 11, 12, 13. By his own are here 
ſignified thoſe -who were then of the Church, 


and in Poſſeſſion of the Word; by the Sons of 


God that believe in his Nate, are fignified 
thoſe who believe in the Lord, and in the Word: 


By Bloods are ſignified Falſifications of the 


Word, and the Confirmations of Falſity from 
thence: The Will of the Fleſh, is Man's Will 
Propriety, which in itſelf is Nothing but Evil: 

The Will of Man ſignifies Man's intellectual 
Propriety, which in itſelf is mere Falſity: The

the Lord. Hereby it appears, that thoſe are 
ſaved, who are principled in the Good of hea- 
venly Love, and in the Truths of Faith from

19. * is not known in the Church at this 


Day, but that the Son of God is another 
Perſon of the Deity, diſtinct from the Perſon of 


the Father; hence has ariſen the prevailing 


Faith concerning the Son of God being born 


- from Eternity. In Confequence of the general 


Prevalence of this Notion, and of it's Relating 
to God, the human Intellect has been ſo en- 
thralled, as not to venture to exertitſelf in think- 


ing freely and intellectually on the Subject, 


not even to aſk what is meant by being born 


from Eternity; for whoſoever thinks hereupon 


intellectually, will be led to ſay within himſelf, 
„The Subject is above my Comprehenſion, 
« but ſtill IJ fay it becauſe others ſay it, and I 
« helieve it becauſe others believe it.” But be 

it known, that there is no ſuch Thing as a Son 
begotten from Eternity, and yet, that the Lord 
exiſted from Eternity: And when it is known 
what the Lord is, and what the Son is, it will 
then be poſſible to think intellectually concern- 


| ing the Triune God, although it was before im- 


poſſible, That the Humanity of the Lord, con-

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ceived from Jehovah the Father, and born of 
the Virgin Mary, is the Son of God, manifeltly 

appears from the following Paſſages: “ The

of the Houſe of David, and the Virgin's Name 
Was Mary. And the Angel came in unto her

„Women. And when ſhe ſaw him, ſhe was 


© troubled at his Saying, and caſt in her Mind 


what Manner of Salutation this ſhould be.

„hold, thou ſhalt conceive in thy Womb and 


© bear a Son, and ſhalt call his Name Jeſus. 
« He ſhall be great, and ſhall be called the Son

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again, That Holy Thing that ſhall be born of 

thee ſhall be called the Son of God: From whence 
it appears, that the Humanity conceived by God, 
and born of the Virgin Mary, is what is called 
the Son of God. So in Iſaiah, „The Lord 
„ himſelf ſhall give you a Sign. Behold, a 
„Virgin ſhall conceive and bear a Son, and 
„ ſhall call his Name Gad with us,” vii. 14. 
Where it clearly appears, that the Son conceived 
of God, ,and born of the Virgin, is he who 
ſhould be called God with us, conſequently who 
is the Son of God. This is alſo confirmed by 
what is ſaid in Matthew, Chap. i. 22, 23. 

And again, in Iſaiah, © Untous a Child is born, 
_ * unto us a Son is given ; the Government ſhall 
« he upon his Shoulder: And his Name ſhall 
abe called Wonderful. Counſellor, God, 
« Hero, the Father of Eternity, the Prince of 
« Peace,” ix. 6. Which Words are to a like 
Effect; for it is ſaid, © Unto us a Child is born, 
“ unto us a Son is given,” who of Conſequence 
is not a Son from Eternity, but a Son born in 
the Worfd; as alſo appears from the Words of 
the Prophet in that Verſe, and from the Words 
of the Angel Gabriel unto Mary, Luke i. 31, 32; 
which are to the ſame Purport. So in the

trine received throughout the whole Chriſtian

ſtan Creed. Leſt therefore any Man ſhould here.

e Jeſus vas on this wiſe. When as his Mo-

22. He who knows why the Lord is called the 
Son of God, and the Son of Man, and what 
they ſignify, may know many Arcana, of the 
Word; for the Lord at one Time calls himſelf 
the Sen, at another Time the Sen of God, and 
again at another Time the Sn of Man ; and this 


always according to the Subje & treated or ſpoken 


of. When his Divinity, his Unity with the 
Father, his Divine Power, Faith in Him, and 
the Life that is from Him, are treated of, he 


then calls himſelf the Son of God, as in John 


v. 17 to 26, and elfewhere: But where what 


relates to the Paſſion, the Judgment, his 


Coming, and in general to Redemption, Salva- 
tion, Reformation, and Regeneration, are treated 
of, he then calls himſelf the Son of Man ; the 


Reaſon whereof is, becauſe he is then ſpoken of 


as the Word. The Lord is diſtinguiſhed by 
various Names in the Word of the Old Teſta-

. dvr ſhewn why the Lord is called the 
Fon of God, we ſhall now proceed to thew why 


he is called the Son of Man. He is called the 


Son of Man, where the Subject treated of is 
concerning the Paſſion, the Judgment, or his 
Coming; and in general where the Subject 


relates to Redemption, Salvation, Reformation, 
or Regeneration; the true Ground whereof is, 


becauſe the Son of Man is the Lord with Re- 


ſpe& to the Word; and he, as the Word, ſuffers, 


judges, cometh into the World, redeemeth, 


ſaveth, reformeth, and regenerateth. That this 


is the Caſe, may appear from what follows.

This is alſo 


ſpoken concerning the Son of Man, as appears

Theſe Words are 
taken from the Athanaſian Doctrine of Faith, 


which is received throughout the Chriſtian - 


World: Theſe are the eſſential Things con- 
tained therein concerning the Union of the Di- 
vinity and Humanity in the Lord : What is 
further ſaid in the ſame Creed concerning the 
Lord, will be explained in it's proper Article. 


From the above Quotation it clearly appears, 


that it is agreeable to the Faith of the Chriſtian 
Church, that the Divinity and Humanity i in the 
Lord are not two, but one, even as the Soul and 
Body are one Man; and that the Divinity in 
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him aſſumed, or took to itſef the Humanity. 
Hence it follows, that the Divinity cannot poſ- 
ſibly be ſeparated from the Humanity, nor the 
Humanity from the Divinity; for to ſeparate 
them would be like ſeparating the Soul from the 
Body. That this is the Caſe, will alſo be ac- 
knowledged by every one who reads what is 
cited above at n. 19 and 21, from two of the 
Exangeliſts, namely, Luke i. 26 to 35; and 
from Matthew i. 18 to 25, concerning the Na- 
tivity of the Lord; from which Paſſages it is 
manifeſt, that Jeſus was conceived of Tehovah 


God, and born of the Virgin Mary; ſo that the 


Divinity was in him, and was his Soul. Now 
whereas his Soul was the eſſential Divinity of the 
F ather, it follows, that the Body, or his Huma- 
nity, was alſo made Divine; for where the one 
is, there alſo muſt be the other. In this Man- 
ner, and no other, the Father and the Son are 
one, the Father in the Son, and the Son in the 
Father; and further, all Things of the Son are 
the Father's, and all Things of the Father are 
the Son's, as the Lord himſelf teaches in his 
Word.

xITY DIVINE BY TEMPTATIONS ADMITTED 


THEREIN, AND BY CONTINUAL VICTORIiS 


AT THE SAME T'1ME, has been already ſpoken 


to above, n. 12, 13, 14; to which it may be 


expedient to add the following Obſervations. 
Temptations are Nothing elſe but ſpiritual 
Combats againſt Evils and Falſities; and 
whereas Evils and Falſities are from Hell, 


Temptations, ſtritly ſpeaking, are ſpiritual 


Combats againſt Hell. Even with Men, who 
undergo ſpiritual "Temptations, there are evil 
Spirits from Hell, who occaſion them : Man 
is ignorant of this Origin of Temptations ; but 
it has been given me to know, by much Ex- 
perience, that the Thing is really ſo. Hence 
allo it is, that when a Man conquers in Tempta- 
tions by the Divine Aſſiſtance of the Lord, h 
1 e is 
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is drawn out of Hell, and elevated into Hea- 
ven; fo that by Temptations- or Combats 


againſt Evils he is made ſpiritual, and thus an 


Angel. But the Lord fought by Virtue of his 
own proper Power againſt all the Hells, and 
wholly overcame and ſubdued them; and whete— 
as he at the ſame Time glorified his Humanity, 
thereby he holds them to Eternity under his 
Power and Authority : For before the Coming 
of the Lord, the Hells had rifen to ſuch a 
Heighth, that they began to inſeſt the very An- 
gels of Heaven themſelves, and alſo every Man 


coming into and going out of the World. The 


Reaſon why the Hells had riſen unto ſuch a 
Heighth, was, becauſe the Church was wholly 
ina ruined State, and Men in the World were 

principled in mere Falſities and Evils by Reaſon 

of their Idolatries, and of ſuch are the Hells 
compoſed : Hence it was, that unleſs the Lord 
had come into the World, no man could have 
been ſaved. Concerning theſe Combats of the 
Lord, much is ſaid in the Pfalms of David, and 
in the Prophets, but little in the Evangeliſte. 
Theſe Combats are what are im-ant by the 
'Temptations which the Lord endured, and of 
which the laſt was the Paſſion of the Croſs; 
and it is by Virtue thereof that the Lord is cal- 
led a Saviour and Redeemer. This is alſo ſo 


far 
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far known in the Church, as to give Occaſion 
to the general Conſeſſion, that the Lord con- 
quered Death, or the Devil, that is, Hell, and 


aroſe victorious; as alſo, that without the Lord 


there is no Salvation. That the Lord allo glo- 
ried his Humanity, and that thereby he became 
a Saviour, Redeemer, Reformer, and Regenera- 
tor unto Eternity, will be ſhewn hereafter. That 
the Lord became a Saviour by his ſpiritual 
_ Temptations or Combats, is evident from many 


Paſſages adduced above from the Word, at n. 


12, 13, 14, and from the following in Iſaiah ;

Hence it may be ſeen, that the 
Divinity of the Lord, which is called the Fa- 
ther, and in the above Paſſages is called Jchovah 


and God; and the Divine Humanity, which 


is called the Son, and in the above Paſſages a 
Redeemer and Saviour, as alſo a Former, that 


is, a Reformer and Regenerator, are not two but 


one; for it is not only ſaid, in the Paſſages quo 


ted above, that Jehovah God, and the Holy 


One of Iſrael, is a Redeemer and Saviour, but 
it is alſo ſaid that Jehovah is the Redeemer and 
Saviour; and alſo farther, © I am Jehovah, 

« and beſides me there is no Saviour.“ Whence 
it manifeſtly appears, that the Divinity and 
Humanity of the Lord are one Perſon, and that 
the Humanity is alſo Divine; for the Redeemer 
and Saviour of the World is no other than the 
Lord with Reſpect to the Divine Humanity, 


which is called the Son: For R cdemption and 


Salvation is the proper attribute of his Huma- 


nity, which is called Merit and Righteouſneſs, 
inaſmuch as it was his Humanity that endured 
Temptations and the Paſſion of the Croſs, and 
of Conſequence by the kunnen he ſaved and 


redeemed 


« Fehoavah of Hits is his Name, 
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redeemed Mankind. Now whereas, after the 
Union of the Humanity with the Divinity in 


125 himſelf, Which was reſpectively like the Union 


of the Soul and Body in Man, they were no 
longer two but one Perſon, (agreeable to the 
Doctrine received throughout the Chriſtian 
World,) therefore the Lord is Ichovah and God 
with Reſpect to each; and in that View is 
ſometimes called Jehovah, and the Holy One 
of Iſrael, the Redeemer and Saviour, and at other 
Times, Jehovah the Redeemer and Saviour, as 


may be ſeen in the Paſſages above quoted. He is 


called a Saviour which is Chriſt, Luke ii. 10, 11.

That there was a 
Divinity and Humanity in the Lord, the Di- 
vinity from Jehovah the Father, and the Hu- 
manity from the Virgin Mary, is generally ac- 


knowledged ; hence it is that ne was God and 


Man, and that he had a Divine Effence and a 


Human Nature, the Divine Eſſence from the 


Father, and the Human Nature from the 
Mother ; and hence he was equal to the Father 


with Reſpect to the Divinity, and leſs than the 


Father with Reſpect to the Humanity: And 
further, this Human Nature from the Mother 


was not tranſmuted into the Divine Eſſence, 
neither commixed with it, as the Doctrine of 


Faith, which is called the Athanaſian Creed, 
teaches; for the Human Nature cannot 
be tranſmuted into the Divine Eſſence, nei- 
ther commixed therewith. Nevertheleſs, by 
our Doctrine we maintain, that the Divinity 
aſſumed py 
juſt as a Soul is united to it's Body, ſo that they 
were not two, but one Perſon; from which 
Circumſtance it follows, that he put off the 
Humanity

umanity, that is, united it to itſelf, 
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\ 
Humanity taken from the Mother, which in 
itſelf was like unto the Humanity of another 
Man, and conſequently material, and put on 
the Humanity from the Father, which in itſelt 
was like unto it's Divinity, and conſequently 


ſubſtantial, by Virtue whereof the Humanity 


was alſo made Divine. Hence it is, that in the 
prophetical. Part of the Word, the Lord is alſo, 
with Reſpect to the Humanity, called Jehovah, 
and God; and in the Word of the Evangeliſts, 
the Lord, God, the Meſſiah, or Chriſt, and the 
Son,of God, who is to be believed in, and by 
whom Men are to be ſaved. Now whereas the 
Lord had from the Beginning a Humanity from 
the Mother, and ſucceſſively put off the ſame, 
that is, glorified or made it Divine, therefore 
during his Abode in the World, he paſſed 
through two States, one a State of Humiliation, 
or emptying himſeif, and the other a State of 
Glorification, or Union with the Divinity 
which is called the Father: The State of Hu- 
miliation was at the Time and in the Degree 
that he was in the Humanity from the Mother, 
and the State of Glorification, at the Time and 
in the Degree that he was in the Humanity 
from the Father. In the State of Humiliation 
he prayed unto the Father, as to one different 
from himſelf; but in the State of Glorification 


is ey 4 he 
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he ſpoke with the Father as with himſelf: In 
this latter State he ſaid, that the Father was in 
him, and he in the Father, and that the Father 
and he were one; but in the State of Humilia- 
tion he underwent Temptations, and ſuffered | 
the Croſs, and prayed unto the Father not to 
forſake him; for the Divinity could not be 
W ben leſs could it ſuffer the Crols. 
Hence then it appears, that by Temptations, 5 
and continual Victories therein, and by the 
Paſſion of the Croſs, which was the laſt of thoſe 
Temptations, he entirely conquered the Hells, 
and fully glorified the Humanity, as was ſhewn 
above. That the Lord put off the Humanity 
from the Mother, and put on the Humanity 
from the Divinity in himſelf, which is called 
the Father, appears alſo from this Conſidera- 
tion, that ſo often as the Lord ſpoke by his own 
Mouth unto the Mother, he did not call her 
Mother, but Woman: We read only three 
Times in the Evangeliſts, that the Lord ſpoke 11 
by his own Mouth unto the Mother, and eon- N 
cerning her, and at thoſe Times he twice called 
her Woman, and once he did not acknowledge 
her as his Mother. That he twice called her 
Woman, we read in John; “ The Mother of 
Jeſus ſaid unto: him, They have no Wine;

THE LORD, SPOKE THE WORD BY THE PRO. 
 PHEBTs. We read concerning the Prophets, 
that they were in Viſion, and that Fehovah ſpoke 
' with them; now whilſt they were in Viſion they 
were not in the Body, but in the Spirit, in which 


State they ſaw ſuch Things as are in Heaven; 


but when Jehovah ſpoke with them, they were 
then in the Body, and heard him ſpeaking. 


Theſe two States of the Prophets are to be 


; rightly diſtinguiſhed ; for in the State of Viſn 
the Eyes of their Spirits were open, and the Eyes 
-of their Bodies ſhut, at which Time they alſo 


appeared to themſelves to be carried from Place 


to Place, the Body all the while remaining in 


it's own Place. In this State, at Times, were 
Ezekiel, Zechariah, Daniel, and John, when he 


wrote the een and i it is then ſaid, that 


they 
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they were in a Viſion, or in the Spirit. Ezekiel 
| Faid, © The Spirit lifted me up, and brought me 
« in a Viſion by the Spirit of God into Chaldea to

55. PHE Reaſon why Chriſtians have ac. 
knowledged three Divine Perſons, and: 
thus as it were three Gods,. is, becauſe there is 
in the Lord a threefold Principle [Trinum), and 
one is called the Father, another the Son, and a 
third the Holy Spirit ;. and in the Word this 
threefold Principle is mentioned under. diſtin&&. 
Names, as the Soul and. Body, and what pro- 
ceedeth from them, are mentioned under diſtinct 
Names, although at the ſame Time they be one. 
The Word allo in it's literal Senſe is ſuch, 


3 1 that 
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hat it diſtinguiſhes the Things which are one, 


as if they were not one; hence it is that Jeho- 
van, who is the Lord from Eternity, is at one 
Time named Jehovah, at another Jehovah of 
Hoſts, at another Time God, at another the 
Lord, and at the ſame Time the Creator, Saviour, 


Redeemer, and Former, or Maker, alſo Shaddai; 


and his Humanity, which he aſſumed in the 
World, is named Jeſus, Chriſt, the Meſſiah, the 
Son of God, the Son of Man; and in the Word 
of the Old Teſtament, God, the Holy One of 


Ifrael the Anointed of Jehovah, King, Prince, 


Counſellor, the Angel, and David. Now, 
ſince the Word is ſuch in the Senſe of the Let- 
ter, that it diſtinguiſhes by ſeveral Names thoſe 
Who nevertheleſs are One, therefore the Chriſ- 
tians of the firſt Ages, who were plain, ſimple 
Men, and underſtood all Parts of the Word gc- 
cording to the Senſe of the Letter, diſtinguiſhed 
the Divinity into Three Perſons ; which, on 
Account of their Simplicity, was permitted ; but 
yet with this Reſtriction, that they ſhould be- 
eve concerning THE SON, that he was infinite, 
uncreate, omnipotent, God, and Lord, and al- 
together equal to the Father; and ſhould further 
believe, that Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, are 
| fot Two or Three, but One in Efſence, Ma- 
jeſty, and Glory, conſequently in Divinity. 
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They who thus believe in Simplicity, according 
to Doctrine, and do not confirm themſelves in 
there being Three Gods, but conſider the Tri- 
nity as conſiſting in Unity, are, after their De- 
ceaſe, inſtructed by Angels, from the Lord that 
He Himſelf is that One, and that Trine; which 
Faith is alſo received by all who enter into Hea- 
ven, for no one can be admitted into Heaven, 
who thinks of there being Three Gods, 
howſoever with his Lips he may ſay there is but 
One: For the Life of the whole Heaven, and all 
the Wiſdom of Angels, is founded on the Ac- 
knowledgment and conſequent Confeſſion of 
One God, and on the Faith that this One God | 
is alſo Man, and that he is the Lord, who is at 
once both God and Man, Hence it appears, 
that it was of Divine Permiſſion that the Chriſ- 
tians did at firſt receive the Doctrine concerning 
Three Perſons, but with this Reſtriction, that 
they received at the ſame Time this Faith, that
